TOWN MEETING 
IN OCTOBER 


Town Counsel Phillip Buzzell, 
last night, after making a special 
trip from New Hampshire, told 
the Board of Selectmen that they 
had no power to do anything in 
the current appraisals of industrial 
property in Wilmington, by the 
Board of Assessors, 

In a meeting which was a con- 
tinuation of the adjourned meeting 
of Monday night the Selectmen 
heard with varying degrees of 
emotion Mr, Buzzell’s opinion, 

Selectman Lloyd Bender stated 
that he did not like to hear what 
Mr Buzzell had said, but then, he 
added, he did not like many things 
and had to live with them, while 
others were more uncommittal, 

In an almost unrelated action 
the Selectmen called for a Special 
Town Meeting, to be held early 
in October in the High School Gym- 
nasium, The purpose is the voting 
of money (about $1,000,000) for a 
new school, to be built in West 
Wilmington, The action had been 
asked by the Permanent Building 


Committee, 

The PBC had suggested the date 
of Sept. 28th but the Selectmen 
found this to be impracticable, and 
aware also of the possible desire 
on the part of the voters to ask 
for an article calling for the re- 
valuation of town real estate, they 
decided to hold it in October to al- 
low citizens more time to prepare 
warrant articles, The exact date 
will be known after a conference 
with school officials, to learn as 
to when the Gymnasium will be 
available, 

Selectman John Brooks, at the 
beginning of the meeting moved 
that it be in executive session, but 
no other member of the board 
would second his motion, and Sel- 
ectman Bender publicly objected 
to the idea, 

The meeting opened with a re- 
quest from Chairman LaRivee that 
Mr, Buzzell, the Town Counsel, de- 
fine the powers of Selectmen and 
‘Town Manager, relative to Asses- 
sors.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
MAJORITY REPORT 


August 24, 1964 


Findings of Committee appointed 
to investigate decision of Asses- 
sors to increase valuation of in- 
dustrial, commercial and business 
zoned land, 

The full Committee met with 
the Town Manager and Chief As- 
sessor Tuesday, August 18, Ina 
discussion lasting several hours, 
there was a review of the gene- 
ral background leading up to the 
present state of property valua- 
tions in the Town, There was 
also a detailed exploration of the 
method and procedure used in ar- 
riving at the decision to raise in- 
dustrial, commercial and business 
land valuations, Following the ex- 
planations of these matters, the 
Committee spent several addition- 
alhours sifting the material, con- 
sidering the facts, and conferring 
relative to this report. 

This report attempts to set forth 
what the Committee believes to be 
the Facts, It contains also some 
observations which are intended to 
be helpful in appraising the situa- 
tion and concludes with some re- 
commendations for consideration 
and action by the Wilmington Cham 
ber of Commerce, Not all mem- 
bers of the Committee agree that 
all the facts reported are facts, 
nor with all the suggestions, but 
those whose signatures are affixed 
are ingeneral agreement that this 
report gives as accurate a picture 
as could be obtained and presented 
within the limited time available, 

First, 

1, It is the opinion of the Town 
Counsel that the law requires the 
Assessors to place a valuation on 
all land based on the ‘highest 
and best use’ of each parcel, This 
applies regardless of the use to 
which the land may actually and 
currently be put, 

2, The law also requires that 
property be assessed-ateh00% of 

its actual cash value, N.B. It is 
represented that as a practical 
matter, few if any communities 
follow this requirement to the let- 
ter, 

3, EK is presumed to be true 
that the town-wide survey and 
reappraisal made by outside pro- 
fessional appraisers on or about 
1956 resulted in valuations that 
were generally accepted. as fair 
and =

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Conclusions 

Broadly speaking, there are 
three courses of action open to 
the Chamber of Commerce, (It 
is assumed there is no case for 
taking no action.); 

1, Initiate legal action to pre- 
vent the issuance of tax bills at 
the new valuations, 

2, Protest the action of the 
Assessors and leave each taxpayer 
to protect his interests through the 
usual channels of appeal, 

3. Yield to the decision and 
act cooperatively to ensure that 
Subsequent additional corrective 


action is taken, 

It is the view of a majority of 
the Committee that adopting the 
third course appears to lead tothe 
most practical development of a 
Solution and to be the most con- 
structive step to take at this time. 
It also places a challenge before 
this organization to be of real 
Service to the Town in making a 
Positive contribution to its pros- 
Perity, stability and harmony, 

The first course would (a) bring 
adverse publicity to the Town; (b) 
cause argument and division among 
those responsible for solving the 
problem; and (c) delay the neces- 
sary constructive action, 

Accordingly, this Committee 
recommends; 

That the Chamber of Commerce 
of Wilmington, as a body, go on 
record publicly as (1) favoring 
the principle of correcting inequi- 
ties in assessments; (2) favoring, 
if necessary, expanding the capa- 
clty of the Assessors to deal with 
these matters; and (3) desiring a 
continuing effort to eliminate all 
inequities in assessments as soon 
as practical, To implement point 
#3, the Chamber of Commerce 
should appoint a Committee of 
interested members, to be known 
as the Tax Policy Committee, The 
purpose of said Committee to be: 

(a) To keep informed regard- 
ing progress of revisions of valua- 
tions and assessments, 

(b) To lend to town officials 
such assistance as may be 
requested or acceptable, 

(c) To report progress toward 
the eventual leveling of inequities, 

() To help develop a sound 
assessment -policy for the Town, 

That the Chamber of Commerce 
Tecommend that those who may 
feel subjected to hardship because 
of increased taxes use the appeal 
procedure provided for their relief 
through abatement, 

That this report be given in full 
to the Assessors, the Town Mana- 
ger, the Board of Selectment and 
anyone else interested inthis mat- 
ter, 

A minority report attached 
hereto represents the views of the 
dissenting minority,

MINORITY REPORT 


EB seems to be my duty to pre- 
sent the views of the dissenting 
minority of the committee appoint- 
ed to investigate the decision of 
assessors to increase valuation of 
industrial and commercially zoned 
land, 

I am Listing the following sources 
of information upon which I have 
based my report, 

1, August 18 meeting with the 
‘Town Manager and Chief Assessor. 

2, Meeting August 17 with Chief 
Assessor, 

3. Other meetings with Town 
Manager and Chief Assessors, 

4. Assessors records, 

5, Various other sources, 

While I agree with some of the 
majority report, I find myself 
unable to agree with most of the 
observations and conclusions of 
the majority report, Rather than 
Mst all of the points where we 
disagree, I would like to briefly 
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2, In addition, I join with the 
Town Manager, the ChiefAssessor 
and my collegues in agreeing that 
real estate values have changed 
since 1956, 

3. Also, this is a matter in 
which the Chamber of Commerce 
has every fight in which to be 
interested (Wilmington Chamber 
of Commerce, Inc, By Laws, Feb, 
1951 Article I). 

4. I should like to make it 
very clear that I am not in dis- 
agreement with the decision of the 
assessors to value property at cur- 
rent fair cash values which is of 
course the legal basis for deter- 
mining values for taxation pur- 
Poses under the laws of the Com- 
monwealth, 

Having established the four 
Points of agreement, I would now 
like to point out where we dis- 
agree. 

I am not in agreement with any 
Policy that does not apply se-called 
fair cash values to all properties 
at the same time so that the tax 
levy on all parcels is computed 
on these values during the same 
fiscal year. 

I was requested by the chair- 
man of our Committee to examine 
records of the assessors, subject 
to the approval of the Town Mana- 
ger with respect to such examina- 
tion in order to determine whether 
or not 1964 valuations for all 
land in the town were based on 
the same determinations as those 
which allegedly support the report- 
ed values placed on industrial, 
commercial and business zoned 
land, 

It was recognized that any such 
review would be within the time 
available and would have to be 
strictly on a sampling basis, 

My examination was limited toa 
half day so as not to put an undue 
burden on the staff of the assess- 
ing department, I am convinced 
as a result of this examination of 
the assessor’s records which re- 
sulted in a sampling of over 500 
acres that 1964 estimated valua- 
tions which reportedly have been 
applied to industrial, commercial 
and business zoned land have not 
been applied to land otherwise 

zoned under our protective by-law. 

I am not an attorney, but if I 
understand correctly the so-called 
‘Springfield Decision’ the courts 
have interpreted pertinent statutes 
Telating to valuation for assess- 
ment purposes to require that 
assessors apply the same criteria 
to all classes of property, 

Until I can be satisfied that 
this principle has been applied to 
all properties in the town, I am 
unable to join in any endorsement 
of the announced policy for deter- 
mining taxable values on indus- 
trial, commercial and business 
zoned land, 

In view of the general agreement 
on the two points; 

1, That the revaluation of 1956 
was fair and equitable, 

2. That values have changed, 


I raise five vital questions: 

1, Why only 1/5 of the area 
of the town should be revalued? 

2. How many years will it take 
to revalue the town if less than 
1/5 of the town gets revalued 
this year? 

3. If values have got this much 
out of whack in seven years, will 
today’s selective revaluation of 1/5 
of the town be accurate by the time 
the town gets fully revaluated? 

4, If things have changed as 
much as they claim, why have now 
our Chief Assessor and Town Ma~ 
nager requested total revaluation? 

5. Should the Chamber condone 
assesSing practices which will dis- 
criminate against one class of pro- 
perty in the hope that inequities 
so created will be corrected at 
some future date? 

After answering these five ques- 
tlons, I feel there is only one 
conclusion - this assessing policy 1 
is deliberate discrimination, 

I think it is the duty of the & 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce § 
to identify and criticize discrimi- § 
nation whenever and wherever 
they find it, [therefore recommend 
that the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce condemn this arbi- 
trary, unreasonable and discrim{- 
natory assessing policy ofthe Wil- 
mington assessors,

image in a very unfavorable light 
with people, in industry and busi- 
ness who may be considering com- 
ing here, 

The other area is that in our 
present problem. I believe the 
Chamber should indicate to our 
elected and appointed officials in 
the strongest language possible, 
that if the above action can be 
stopped, and it is the opinion of 
many that this is possible, it 
should try to alter the manner 
of its evaluation until a more even 
distribution _ of the increase ‘can 
be worked out. Failure to take 
action will result in irreparable 
harm to the entire town and its 
taxpayers,

Although considerable damage 
was done, the house is reparable, 
although there will be difficulty 
in getting items to match the 
original materials. Plans are al- 
ready under way, however, to 
restore the historic house, which 
is the oldest frame house in the 
United States. 

‘Taking an active role in plan- 
ning for the repair of the dwel- 
ling is Ronald C. MacKenzie of 
Burlington, first Vice-President 
of the Fairbanks family and can- 
didate for State Senator from 
the 7th Middlesex District.

Buzzell: The powers of the As- 
Sesors are defined by statute, They 
are appointed ina different manner 
in Wilmington, by the Town Mana- 
ger, but once appointed their 
powers and priviligesare the same 

The Town Meeting, the Select- 
men, and the Town Manager have 
no authority over their decisions 
-- cannot tell them what to do, 
They are public officials sworn 
to their duty, 

Bender; Can the Town Manager 
or anyone else direct? 

Buzzell: All he can do is to re- 
move them from office and ap- 
point someone else, 


Bender: Does this require 
cause? 
Buzzell, No cause, unless the 


assessors are under civil service. 
There is a tenure notice, 

Selectman Blacle There is no- 
thing that says we cannot recom- 
mend to .the Town Manager or the 
Assessors that certain action be 
taken? - 

Buzzell; Certainly. (meaning, 
that is so, ed), 

Bender related that he had been 
visting the state house office of 
taxation Wednesday, and had been 
told that if the state finds there is 
a deficiency in the assessors’ 
functions it can refer the matter 
to the board of selectmen, 

Buzzell: The state Commission 
on Taxation has certain super- 
visory powers over a board of 
assessors, 

Bender: If there is a failure 
to perform it is then brought to 
the attention of the selectmen, 

Buzzell; If they made special 
recommendations, 

Brooks: Wouldn’t it be neces~ 
sary to establish a violation to 
have the department step in? 

Buzzell; There are certain re- 
quirements as to reconds - if it 
finds that the assessors are not 
keeping up to requirements it can 
call on the selectmen to take re- 
medial actions, 

LaRivee: Does the Board of 
Selectmen have any powers over 
the assessors? 

Buzzell: None whatsoever, 

LaRivee: Can they hold back the 
mailing of the tax bills? 

Buzzell: Assessors don’t mail 
tax bills - the Collector does, 

LaRivee: Can the tax collector? 

Buzzell; No, 

LaRivee: If the town manager 
thinks ~ ifhe refuses to reprimand? 

Buzzell; There wouldn’t be a 
legitimate basis for a reprimand, 

LaRivee: In the instance - in 
the event of the alleged inconsis- 
tancies of valuations by the as- 
sessors? 

Buzzell; It is not the Selectmen, 
They take no action, It is up to 
the individual tax payers to act 

Brooks; When the assessorsare 
conducting a constant and repi- 
titous check on properties - I ask 
about the charges - is this an 
accustomed practice? 

Buzzell; For all practical pur- 
poses it is the way. isa physical 
impossibility to make a complete 
revaluation of all property every 
year, 

Brooks: The fact that they ac- 
complish only a small percentage 
in a year - does this constitute a 
basis for action by a group of 
citizens? 

Buzzell; No, Individuals can act 
only with respect to their own 
property. 

Brooks: Could this be seized 
upon for collective preventative 
action? 

Buzzell: No (He then went on 
to explain that in the so-called 
Springfield Case the assessors 
had admitted and stated that they 
were applying percentages to dif- 
ferent types of property, -- ‘The 
assessors admitted this for the 

record, and the Superior Court 
said it was illegal to do this for 
different classes of property. 

Bender: Do the assessors have 
to visit the property physically, 
or can they decide by a map? 

Buzzell: Up to the local asses- 
sors, Do the best they can using 
all information available, 

Bender: (To FredGrimes, Prin- 
cipal Assessor) Did you visit, or 
did you use a map? 

Grimes; Both - let me say the 
Board of Assessors. 

Brooks: In their reasonable pur- 
Suit of their duties, intheir review 
of the valuation of properties, if 
they find one class of property as 
the most fertile fleld for correction 
and it appears that they are thus 
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‘Seeking out one type - does this 
provide ground for action - as for 
instance in the Springfield case, 

Buzzell; No. Not until the as- 
sessors go on record of using ad- 
mitted discrimination, 

The assessors do their work 
piece meal, and if they discover 
that a certain type of property is 
undervalued, the fact that they 
tackle that job in a certain year 
is not a discrimination. 

Buzzell went on to explain the 
situation a few years ago in Bos- 
ton, where there were residential 
properties, in South Boston, that 
were greatly undervalued, and at 
the same time industrial and busi- 
ness properties were greatly over 
valued. ‘That was a political 
situation - voters inthe residential 
areas, but down town there were 
very few votes, 

Mrs Wavie Drew: No group of 
people could go to court about 
this? 

Buzzell; No group, The com- 
plainants in the Springfield. case 
were individual complainants, 

Brooks: I am bothered by many 
individual cases - where indivi- 
duals have their residences in 
industrial areas - they were in 

rural or other, and without their 
assent, and in some cases against 
their assent they changed the zon- 
ing. It is an added burden to 
their property, for people who are 
simply desirous of living out their 
days as they had wanted - any 
relief - any provisions - even a 
temporary relief? 

Buzzell: Nothing I know of, 

In certajy cases of 
hardship - he went on to explain 
a case involving a person with 
tuberculosis, 

Brooks: Persons with advanced 
years - no great income, Land 
rezoned but no ready purchaser - 
no backlog of cash - living on a 
pension - how does a person like 
this face a problem? 

Buzzell: Tough on the individual 

LaRivee: No recourse? 

Buzzelk I know of no statute, 

Bender; The assessors m@ on 
July 3ist, by their minutes, and 
made a motion to revalue this 
year, 

Can the Board of Assessors re- 
verse their vote by submitting a 
new recap before submitting their 
lists to the tax collector? 

Buzzell: The tax rate 1s already 
approved, 

Bender: Cannot be done now. 
Talso note that outside appraisers 
offered to revalue land for $5000, 
This was a couple of years ago. 
In an area of policy, could this be 
voted at a special town meeting? 

Buzzell: The town would have 
to appropriate money, 

Bender: Could this be at a Sept- 
ember town meeting? 

Buzzell: It wouldn’t affect this 
years’ levy - except what infor- 
mation the assessors might use 
for cases of abatement, 

Bender: May the Selectmen, or 
the Town Manager, talk with the 
assessors on assessing matters, 
as a policy question? 

Buzzell: The board does not have 
the right - either before or after 

Bender: By implication - dothe 
Selectmen have jurisdiction - dir- 
ectional control - via the Town 
Manager, or by the Town Manager, 

Buzzell: No, 

Black: If there was an action by 
10 citizens - what would happen - 
how long would it take? 

Buzzell: The Springfieldcase - 
part of the ordinary delay was o- 
mitted in that case because the 
assessors stated and admitted the 
percentages - in any ordinary case 
attempted it would probably be two 
or three years, 

Mrs Drew: I unterstand that 
they are going to try to get an 
injunction to stop the tax bills, 

Buzzell: They wouldn’t get to 
first base, 

The taxpayers do not have to 
pay their taxes before they appeal 
to the local assesors for an abate- 
ment, but they must before they 
appear before the appellate court 

(Robert Evans, who was a spec- 
tator, was invited at this time to 
say a word or ask a question if 
he chose - he declined.) 

Bender: (To the TM) On April 
13th you again referred to the in- 
equities that existed - understand 
you stated to the Chamber of Com- 
merce that you would stand respon- 
sible - 

Botichard: I don’t recall any such 
conversation,
